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The Association of the Alumni of the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons^ 
New York. 

In response to the following call, the graduates of the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons, to the number of 
about two hundred, met at the residence of Dr. Edward 
Delafield on the evening of March ii, 1859, to arrange 
for the formation of the Alumni Association of the Col- 
lege. 

"Sir— 

" The College of Physicians and Surgeons, instituted 
in 1807, has been in existance for fifty-two years, 
and numbers more than eighteen hundred graduates. 
Among them, are to be found, men of all ages and dis- 
tinguished in every department of the prof essipn. It 
has been thought by some of the alumni, that an asso- 
ciation comprehending both graduates of the institution, 
and those who have been connected with it, either in 
its Faculty or as medical members of the Board of Trus- 
tees, would be eminately desirable by occasionally bring- 
ing together those who from feeling or association have 
a common interest in its welfare. 

" Besides its good affects in bringing together those 
who have pursued their studies at the same time, and 
in promoting the good fealing, and harmony among 
the graduates of the College, such an association, prop- 
erly organized, could not fail to exercise, in a variety 
of ways, a benificial influence. 

" At the request of some gentlemen who have or- 
ganized temporaraily, the nucleus of an association. Dr. 
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Alexander S. Stevens has consented to deliver an ad- 
dress to the Alumni of the College of Physcians and 
Surgeons at the approaching Commencement. As an 
Alumnus of the College, you are cordially invited to at- 
tend, on Thursday evening next, March loth, at half 
past seven o'clock. 

" For the purpose of permently organizing the 
Association, a meeting of the Alumni will be held on 
Friday, March ii, at the residence of Dr. Delafield, 
No. I East 17th Street. 
" Edward Delafield, M.D. John Torrey, MD.

At the meeting held at the above date Dr. Thomas J. 
Mason acted as temporary Chairman and Dr. Henry B. 
Sands as Secretary of the meeting. 

A Constitution and By-laws were adopted and the fol- 
lowing permanent officers were elected.

At the Commencement exercises of the College in i860. 
Dr. Thomas M. Markoe delivered an address, as orator: 
he was followed by Dr. Theodore W. Blatchford, in 1 861 ; 
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in 1862, Dr. Tilden Brown; in 1863, Dn Abraham Du- 
Bois; and in 1864 Dr. E. D. Beadel. 

Owing to the thinning out of the audience at commence- 
ment exercises, at the time of the delivery of the address 
by the Association Orator, it was deemed wise to abandon 
this part of commencement exercises, and at a meeting of 
the Association held later the following resolutions were 
adopted. 

" Whereas, the Commencement Exercises of the 
College necessarially require as much time as can be 
reasonably be demanded of a permiscuous audiance, 
and 

"Whereas, the delivery of the Alumni Oration 
prolongs the exercises beyond a proper hour, and can- 
not receive the attention it deserves. 

" Resolved, that the delivery of the Alumni Oration 
after the regular exercises of Commencement is a thank- 
less task for the orator and an improper tax upon the 
patience of the audiance." 

At the same meeting it was decided to do away with 
the oration at Commencement, and the announcement of 
the successful winner of the Alumni Prize, if one should 
be awarded, should be made at the meeting of Associa- 
tion held on the evening succeeding the Commencement 
of the College. 

The President of the Association delivered a brief ad- 
dress at the meeting of the Association held March 13, 
1866. This was followed in the following year by the 
President delivering a more elaborate oration. This was 
the proceeding until the year 1870, after which time it 
was discontinued. 

In the year 1872, the advisability of the Association 
doing something to advance the process of medical edu- 
cation was brought up for discussion, and the following 
resolutions were adopted. 
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" Whereas, there is a prevailing sentiment among 
the graduates of the College, that its full usefulness 
should be extended to meet the continued advance in 
Medical Science, and 

" Whereas, the faculty of the College are desirous 
of enlisting the co-operation of the Association of the 
Alumni for the furtherance of this object, therefor 

" Resolved, that a Committee of three be appointed 
to confer with the Faculty, with a view of acting upon 
the most feasible plan of this object." 

A committee of three was appointed, which after due 
consultation with a similar committee of the Faculty, 
presented a report to the Association at a meeting held in 
April, 1873. 

This committee recommended the raising of a fund of 
one hundred thousand dollars to be devoted to the follow- 
ing purpose : 

The endowment of a chair of pathological anatomy ; the 
establishment of laboratories in chemistry, physiology and 
pathological anatomy, where original researches may be 
carried out under the guidance of proper instructors; and 
the erection of two small lecture rooms. 

At the same meeting the question of notifying the Trus- 
tee of the College of the action of the Association was 
taken up. In a discussion of the subject, it was stated 
that the Alumni of the College was a loyal body and 
wanted to do all to sustain their Alma Mater, yet it was 
a distinct organization. It was finally recommended that 
a committee of three, of which the President of the Asso- 
ciation should be one, should approach the Trustees of 
the College upon the subject. 

The nomination of the incumbent of the Chair of the 
proposed professor of Pathological Anatomy was then 
brought up for discussion. It was stated that at present 
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it was the custom of the Faculty of the College to appoint 
a proposed Professor as a Lecturer for one year, then the 
nomination by the Faculty, as Professor was made to the 
Trustees, and they acted upon it. After considerable 
discussion of the subject it was suggested to inform the 
Faculty, (i) that the Association does not intend to in- 
terfere with the nonrination of the proposed Professor; 
(2) to submit to them the documents already prepared 
by the Association of the Alumni; (3) to ask that the 
President of the Association have a seat in the Board 
of Trustees of the College. 

After a free and general discussion of the whole sub- 
ject it was finally put in the form of the following reso- 
lutions : 

" Whereas, it has come to the knowledge of the As- 
sociation, that the Faculty of the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons labor under the impression that it is the 
intention of the Alumni of the College to ask for a 
voice in the nomination of the Professors whose class 
the Association may endow, therefor 

** Resolved, that it is not the intentions of this Asso- 
ciation to ask for any modification of the usages of the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons in the nomination 
and appointment of the Professors whose chairs may be 
endowed by the Alumni." 

At a meeting the Association held January 19, 1874, 
the committee appointed to confer with the Trustees of the 
College, reported that they had made a specific request, 
that the Trustees of the College should give a representa- 
tive of the Association of the Alumni a seat in the Board 
of Trustees of the College, but as yet no official decision 
had been made. 

At a subsequent meeting of the Association it was re- 
ported that the Faculty of the College had expressed a 
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wish that the relations of the Association and the College 
authorities might be more conspicuous. It was suggested 
that the President of the Association of the Alumni might 
occupy a seat upon the platform on the occasion of the 
College Commencement and that the Alumni Prize be 
awarded by him, and that he present the same to the 
successful essayist. It was thought that this expression on 
the part of the Faculty might be regarded as a formal 
invitation from the officers of the College and should be 
accepted accordingly. 

In the year 1876 at a meeting of the Council of the 
Association, attention was called to a letter by Professor 
John C. Dalton, in which he suggested that the Associa- 
tion should establish a Professorship of Pathological 
Anatomy. The matter was freely discussed and it was 
finally referred to the Executive Committee to see if the 
views expressed could be harmonized with those of the 
Association. 

The subject was discussed at a meeting of the Execu- 
tive Committee and at a meeting of the Council held 
February 8, 1877. 

As a result of the discussion by the Council, it was sug- 
gested that bearing in mind the state of histological and 
pathological work in the City, that it would require a 
man who as a teacher, would be unincumbered with private 
practice and should have his entire time to devote to 
original work and teaching. The subdivision of labor was 
brought up and it was advocated that a number of teachers 
would be required who could arrange their time and 
dates. The field of histology was too large for one man 
or two. The plan should be to have a lecture staff, each 
lecturer to have different qualifications. The whole sub- 
ject was finally referred to a committee to raise the money, 
estimate the expenses, and to consider the details of the 
subject. 
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At a meeting of the Council, held February 26, 1877, 
this Committee reported. It was made evident that the 
Association could not use the endowment fund as was 
originally intended. By the time the fund had reached 
the amount suggested, one hundred thousand dollars, cer- 
tain changes would have taken place in the affairs of the 
College which would destroy its usefulness. The endow- 
ment fund, at the present time, it was stated, amounted to 
ten thousand dollars, and the receipts for the year would 
not raise the amount above fifteen thousand dollars. 

Finally the establishment of a Pathological Laboratory 
was accomplished at a meeting of the Council of the As- 
sociation held October 2, 1877. 

At this meeting the following plan was presented by 
Dr. Francis Delafield : 

" I. The Laboratory to be situated in one of the 
stores beneath the College building. 

" 2. It to be under the direction of the adjunct Pro- 
fessor of Pathology and Practice of Medicine, who 
shall have to assistants appointed by himself. 

" 3. The Director will make an annual report to the 
Association of the Alumni, and the entire control of the 
management of the Laboratory shall be under his con- 
trol. 

"4. It is hoped gradually to establish the Labora- 
tory on the same footing as the Dissecting room, so that 
all students will receive instruction in Pathology and 
Histology. 

" 5. The instruction will be given in courses of twen- 
ty lessons each and a student who is at the College for 
three years shall have four courses. The fee for each 
course to be ten dollars, and as soon as possible to be 
reduced to five dollars. 

6. It will require an outlay of fifteen hundred 
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dollars to fit up the laboratory, and the annual expenses 
will probably amount to fifteen hundred dollars. 

" 7. If the Association of the Alumni will provide 
fifteen hundred dollars for the outfit, and give the in- 
come of their fund for the annual expenses, I will un- 
dertake the responsibility of the rest." 

In response to this communication of Dr. Francis Dela- 
field, the following resolutions were unanimously adopted 
by the Council of the Association : 

'' Resolved, that this Association organize a Patho- 
logical Laboratory upon the plan suggested by Dr. 
Francis Delafield, to be known as the Pathological 
Laboratory of the Association of the Association of the 
Alumni of the College of Physicians and Surgeons, 
New York. 

''Resolved, that this Association appropriate fifteen 
hundred dollars towards the equipment of the Labora- 
tory, and that the income of the remainder of the 
fund towards the running expenses of the same for the 
ensuing College year. 

'' Resolved, that this Association hereby recommend 
to the Trustees of the College for the appointment of 
Dr. Francis Delafield as Director of the said Labo- 
ratory, with power to appoint assistants and regulate in- 
struction. 

'' Resolved, that in the purchase of the equipment of 
the said Laboratory the Pirector shall act in conjunc- 
tion with the Advisatory Committee to be appointed 
by the Association. 

" Resolved, that the Director be instructed to render 
an Annual Report to this Association. 

'' Resolved, that this Association urge upon the Fac- 
ulty of the College to make attendance upon this Labo- 
ratory by the students compulsory at as early a date 
as possible. 
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'' Resolved, that the Director under the Advisory 
Committee be empowered to draw upon the Treasurer 
of this Association for the sum voted for the equipment 
and support of the said Laboratory." 

In order to comply with the above resolutions the fol- 
lowing members of the Association were appointed the 
Advisory Committee of the Laboratory: 

William H. Draper, E. C. Seguin. 

The Treasurer of the Association submitted the fol- 
lowing statement of the condition of the funds of the 
Association which were applicable to the support of the 
Laboratory.

In accordance with the above resolutions the plan of 
organization of the Laboratory was submitted to the 
Trustees and Faculty of the College and the following 
replies were received: 

New York, October 31, 1876. 
"Sir:— 

"At a meeting of the Faculty held October 31st, 
the following Resolutions were adopted: 

" Whereas, the Association of the Alumni of the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons has informed the 
Faculty that it has equipped and endowed a Pathological 
Laboratory of the Association of the Alumni of the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons, and 

" Whereas, the Association of the Alumni has in- 
dicated for Director, Professor Francis Delafield, there- 
for be it 
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'' Resolved, by the Faculty of the College of Physi- 
cians and Surgeons, Medical Department of Columbia 
College, in the City of New York, that this Faculty 
can not too heartily express its thanks to the Association 
of the Alumni for these important and much needed 
addition to the educational resources of the College ; nor 
too warmly express its appreciation of the public spirit 
of the individual graduates, whose generosity has made 
the forming of the said Laboratory possible. 

'' Resolved, that the choice of Professor Delafield for 
Director of the Laboratory meets with the cordial ap- 
probiation of this Faculty. 

'' Resolved, that it is respectfully recommended to the 
Board of Trustees that the office be created in this 
College of the Director of the Pathological Laboratory 
of the Alumni Association of the College of Physi- 
cians and Surgeons and that Professor Delafield be ap- 
pointed to the office. 

'' Resolved, that the Secretary of the Faculty is here- 
by instructed to communicate this preamble, and these 
Resolutions, to the Trustees ; and in event of the recom- 
mendations therein contained being carried into effect by 
the Board of Trustees, to read the said preamble and 
resolutions to the Medical Class, and to publish, in two 
Medical Journals, and to forward a copy of them to 
the secretary of the Association of the Alumni."

On the thirteenth day of November, 1878, the Trus- 
tees of the College adopted the recommendation of the 
Faculty and communicated with the Association of the 
Alumni by the following letter : 
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New York, November 13th, 1878. 

" To THE Councillors of the Association of 
THE Alumni, 

Gentlemen : At a meeting of the Trustees of the Col- 
lege held November 12th, 1878, it was 

^' Resolved, that a Pathological Laboratory be estab- 
lished as proposed by the Council of the Association 
of the Alumni, and recommended by the Faculty. 

" It was also Resolved, that Professor Delafield be 
appointed Director of the said Laboratory, in accord- 
ance with the plan set forth in the ccxnmunication 
from the Council of the Alumni Association, and the 
Secretary of the Faculty. 

" It was voted that the Register notify the Council 
of the Association of the action of the Board of Trus- 
tees in regard to the Laboratory, and present their 
thanks for the valuable addition, which through their 
generosity had been made to the educational advan- 
tages of the College.

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At the Annual Meeting of the Association, held Feb- 
ruary 27th, 1879, the Director of the Pathological Labo- 
ratory submitted his first annual report which was as fol- 
lows :

There were instructed during the first year of the 
existence of the laboratory, twenty students in urinary 
analysis, nine in normal histology, and there were two 
private workers, making a total of thirty-one. 

At the end of the year 1880 the deficiency in the run- 
ning expenses of the Laboratory amounted to seven hun- 
dred and twenty dollars; and in 1881 to nine hundred 
and two dollars, making a total of sixteen hundred and 
twenty-two dollars, which according to the arrangement 
with the Director of the Laboratory, was assumed by 
him. 

The resignation of Dr. Delafield as Director of the 
Pathological Laboratory was presented to the Association 
in 1 88 1, and accepted. Dr. T. Mitchell Prudden was 
elected to fill the place. 

During the years that Dr. Delafield served as Director 
of the Laboratory he accomplished a work that the Asso- 
ciation had been trying to perform for a number of years. 
This had been accomplished not only by a large amount 
of personal labor, but the expenditure of a considerable 
amount of money. During his term of office as Director 
he contributed to the amount necessary for the support of 
the Laboratory the sum of two thousand and eighty-eight 
dollars. 

By an unanimous vote of the Association its thanks 
were conveyed to Dr. Delafield for his labors and finan- 
cial aid to the Pathological Laboratory. 
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The first report of Dr. Prudden, as Director of the 
Laboratory, was rendered in 1882. He showed the re- 
ceipts to be three thousand, two hundred and forty-eight 
dollars ; the expenses eight hundred and eighty-six dollars, 
leaving a balance of two thousand and seventy-six dollars. 
This according to the agreement constituted the salary 
of the Director. He reported that thirty-two Sudents 
had been instructed in normal histology, twenty-six in 
pathological histology, making a total of ninety-six. 

From this time until the year 1888, the average annual 
receipts were four thousand and eight hundred and forty- 
one dollars, the expenses one thousand seven hundred and 
ninety dollars, leaving a balance of two thousand eight 
hundred and fifty-two dollars, which constituted the salary 
of the Director. 

At the beginning of the year 1 888-1 889, the College 
assumed the expenses of the Laboratory, paying the sal- 
ary of the Assistants and running expenses, the salary of 
the Director being paid by the Association. 

In 1884 the Faculty of the College remitted the rent 
of the store occupied by the Laboratory, and in 1886 
gave a further contribution of two hundred and fifty 
dollars, making in all seven hundred and fifty dollars 
towards the support of the Laboratory. 

During the summer of 1885, the Director of the Labo- 
ratory, spent some two months abroad in the Laboratories 
of Professors Hupper and Koch in the study of bacter- 
iology. As a result of this visit he purchased for the 
Laboratory an outfit in bacteriology and upon his return a 
bacterial laboratory was fitted out in one corner of the 
store occupied by the Pathological Laboratory. 

During the year 1 885-1 886 the study of bacteria and 
bacteriological technique was introduced into the course of 
pathology, and a number of private workers received in- 
struction in bacteriology in the laboratory. 
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At the commencement of the year 1 8 86-1 887 the Labo- 
ratory occupied its new quarters provided for it in the new 
College building, which under the direction of Professor 
James W. McLane, were fitted out. These new quarters 
were situated in the North wing of the new building, 
occupying two floors. The lowermost floor was occupied 
by the private laboratory of the Director; the general labo- 
ratory; the general work room; and the Bacterial Labora- 
tory. On the floor above were the new class rooms in 
pathology and normal histology, both of which were fitted 
out with the modem improvements. 

The Bacterial Laboratory was placed under the charge 
of Dr. T. M. Cheesman, and was fitted out with all the 
modem apparatus for investigation. 

During the first year that the new laboratories were 
occupied, a total of one hundred and seventy-five men 
were instructed. Seven of these were graduates in medi- 
cine and spent the greater part of the day in the laboratory. 

The question of funds for the support of the Patholog- 
ical Laboratory was always before the Association and 
various committees were appointed to raise the Endow- 
ment Fund to sufficient proportions. 

At a meeting of the Association held June 10, 1873, ^he 
Treasurer reported that the amount received had been one 
thousand Dollars; in 1874, this amount had increased to 
fifteen hundred and fifty-eight dollars paid, and four thous- 
and four hundred dollars subscribed; in 1875 the amount 
paid had increased to three thousand and fifty dollars. 

The demands upon the fund having increased, in 1881, 
it was decided to issue an appeal to the Alumni to see if 
an increase of the fund could not be accomplished, and a 
committee was appointed to draw up an appeal. As the 
result of this appeal the committee reported that thirteen 
hundred dollars had been secured. 

At a meeting of the Council held March 15, 188 1, it 
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was decided to raise annually the amount necessary for the 
Association to pay the Director of the Pathological Labo- 
ratory a yearly salary of fifteen hundred dollars, any excess 
collected to be carried forward to the following year for 
the same purpose. 

In May, 1881, the committee reported that a circular 
had been issued by them on the subject of additional sub- 
scriptions, and at a meeting of the Council held March 31, 
1882, they reported that additional subscriptions of thir- 
teen hundred dollars had been received. 

In 1884 the growing need of more funds for the sup- 
port of the Laboratory was brought to the attention of the 
Association. It was stated that fifty thousand dollars 
would give enough interest to meet the requirements. 

The President stated that money would be needed to 
equip the new laboratory and after considerable discus- 
sion it was decided that the sum of five thousand dollars 
should be raised for this purpose and a ccwnmittee of five 
were appointed for the purpose. 

At the annual meeting of the Association, held May 
10, 1887, It was announced that Dr. J. West Roosevelt 
and certain members of his family had given to the As- 
sociation for the purpose of providing the proper equip- 
ment of its new laboratory the sum of five thousand dol- 
lars. By a unanimous vote of the meeting the thanks of 
the Association were conveyed to the donors of this fund 
for their gift. 

Under the will of Dr. John McClelland, the Associa- 
tion became one of the legatees. The total amount of the 
legacy amounted to fifteen thousand dollars which was re- 
ceived in payments extending from 1877 to 1884. 

In November, 1884, the Association gave the sum of 
two hundred and fifty dollars toward erecting a monument 
to the late Dr. John McClelland. 

On the first of November, 1883, the Association re-

celved, under the will of the late Dr. Edward L. Beadel, 
a legacy of five thousand dollars. 

Mr. Morris K. Jessup contributed, in November, 1885, 
through Dr. F. P. Kinnicutt, the sum of five thousand 
dollars towards the Endowment Fund of the Associa- 
tion, the income of this fund to be used alone for the 
purposes of the Association. 

On December 28, 1885, a gift of ten thousand dollars 
was received through Dr. William H. Draper, the donor 
of which was not made known. This sum was to be used 
in the same manner as the previous gift. 

All of these amounts of money, amounting to thirty 
thousand three hundred and fifty dollars was to the credit 
of the Pathological Laboratory Fund, invested and the 
income alone used for the support of the above named 
laboratory. 

In the year 1891, the consolidation of the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons with Columbia College took 
place. The question was raised as to what should be done 
with the Pathological Laboratory Fund, as the consoli- 
dation left the fund without any use. After considerable 
discussion the whole affair was referred to a committee of 
the Council of the Association to report a scheme for 
utilization of it. This committee consisted of Drs. A. 
Brayton Ball, Francis Delafield, William H. Draper, and 
George G. Wheelock. 

This committee reported at a meeting of the Council 
held May 18, 1891, as follows: 

" The Committee appointed at the last meeting of the 
Council to consider the best means of expenditure of the 
fund known as the Pathological and Physiological Labo- 
ratory Fund, beg leave to present the following report, 
and recommend its adoption, with such alterations as 
may be deemed advisable by the Council." 
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A scheme was reported to establish three scholarships, 
to be known as the Scholarships of the Association of the 
Alumni of the College of Physicians and Surgeons, they 
to be appointed by the Executive Committee of the Asso- 
ciation. 

It was brought to the attention of the Council, at a 
meeting held May 26, 1891, that the scheme adopted at 
the previous meeting, cut loose from the Trustees of Co- 
lumbia College, and a reconsideration of the establishment 
of the scholarships be taken up. The regulations adopted 
at the last meeting of the Council were then reconsidered, 
clause by clause, and the following were adopted : 

" I. The title of the Fund now known as the Patho- 
logical and Physiological Laboratory fund be changed 
to the ' Fellowship Fund of the Association of the Alum- 
ni of the College of Physicians and Surgeons, Medical 
Department of Columbia College.' 

" 2. That the Trustees of Columbia College be re- 
quested to establish three Fellowships to be known as 
' The Fellowships of the Association of the Alumni of 
the College of Physicians and Surgeons,' the candidates 
for such fellowships to be designated and appointed by 
this Association, and that the sum of five hundred dol- 
lars a year be appropriated by the Association for each 
fellowship, and to be paid semiannually. 

" 3. That in May of each year the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Council shall obtain from the Director of 
the Pathological Laboratory, the professor of physio- 
logy and the professor of anatomy, the names of three 
graduates of the College of Physicians and Surgeons, 
who have shown a special aptitude and ability for scien- 
tific research at the College, and who are thereby en- 
titled to assistance and encouragement in further prose- 
cution of their studies. 
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" 4, From the persons thus recommended, the Exe- 
cutive Committee may select one or more, to the number 
of three, and assign them to the Fellowships in An- 
atomy, Physiology, and Pathology, as the successful 
candidates may elect. 

"5. The representatives of these fellowships must 
devote their time during the year to scientific work in 
the several departments, in this country, either in the 
laboratories of Columbia College, where they will be 
allowed free tuition and the privileges of the labora- 
tories, or in similar institutions in this country at their 
own expense. 

"6. At the end of one year each fellow must present 
to the Association of the Alumni a thesis containing 
evidence of independent or original work, unless excused 
by the Executive Committee upon the recommendation 
of the head of the department in which the fellow is 
serving. 

"7. In case of death, or failure on the part of the 
incumbent of the fellowship being abrogated for fail- 
ure to comply with the conditions already stated the 
moneys appropriated to such fellowship shall be added 
to the principal of the Fellowship Fund. 

"8. The remainder of the income of the Fellowship 
Fund over and above that which is necessary to support 
the fellowships, shall be applied each year to the in- 
crease of the principal of said fund, with the exception 
of a sum not to exceed three hundred dollars in one year, 
which be and is hereby appropriated for the purpose 
of defraying the whole or part of the expense of pub- 
lishing such article or articles, the work of one or more 
of those connected with the laboratories of the College 
of Physicians and Surgeons, as the Executive Commit- 
tee may deem worthy of publication." 
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At a meeting of the Association held June 8, 1892, the 
Executive Committee reported that they had appointed the 
following as alumni fellows for the year ending June 36, 
1894: 

Fellow in Anatomy . . . . F. Clay Bbockway, 
Fellow in Pathology • • . William H. Park, 
Fellow in Pathology . . . Alexander Lambert. 

Dr. Lambert was appointed to his position owing to 
the professor of physiology failing to nominate a person 
for the position of fellow in physiology. 

At a meeting of the Council, held May 21, 1906, the 
failure of the head of the Department of Physiology to 
nominate a fellow in physiology since the year 1 897-1 898, 
the following resolution was presented. 

'^ Resolved, that, the appropriation of five hundred 
dollars from the Alumni Fellowship Fund, for the sup- 
port of a fellow in physiology in the College of Physi- 
cians and Surgeons, Medical Department of Columbia 
College in the City of New York be and is hereby re- 
scinded after July i, 1906, and that the Secretary of 
this Association be directed to notify the Trustees of 
Columbia College, that after that date this Association 
abolishes the fellowship in physiology in the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons, as founded by them July i, 
1892." 

This resolution was presented from the fact that the 
position of fellow in physiology had not been filled for 
about ten years. 

After a varied and general discussion of the above reso- 
lution, it was resolved that the whole matter be referred 
to the Executive Committee for consideration and con- 
ference with the Professor of Physiology. 

After draging ' along for some two years the whole 
matter was dropped. 
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At a meeting of the Council of the Association held in 
May, 1906, a discussion as to the advisability of the As- 
sociation accepting the ownership of the books in the lib- 
rary of the Department of Pathology, in return for an 
annual donation from the Fellowship Fund of the Associa- 
tion of five hundred dollars per annum for the continuance 
of the library, was brought up for discussion, and a resolu- 
tion donating this amount was introduced. This devel- 
oped a great diversity of opinion among the members of 
the Council and after considerable discussion the follow- 
ing was passed: 

'' Resolved, that this Association appoint through its 
Chairman a committee of two to confer with a like com- 
mittee of the Department of Pathology of the College 
of Physicians and Surgeons, Columbia College, to con- 
sider matters pertaining to the library of the said de- 
partment, and to report to the Council." 

At a meeting of the Council held January 7, 1907, this 
committee reported as follows : 

" I. That the departmental library of the Depart- 
ment of Pathology, now numbering about three thous- 
and volumes with a large collection of unbound mono- 
graphs and reprints, is the property of those instructors 
in the department who have contributed to its forma- 
tion and maintenance, who are known as the Library 
Association of the Department of Pathology. 

" 2. The subscriptions for the year 1907 amount to 
about five hundred and sixty dollars, and minimum 
necessities for the needs of the laboratories. 

" 3. That a good many of the active workers in the 
laboratory have begun to complain about the expenses, 
and the number of men on the laboratory staff who are 
willing to subscribe has diminished so that the individual 
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subscriptions have been correspondingly increased. In 
consequence of this, journals to the amount of about 
fifty dollars have been cut off the list as used last year. 
This reduction in the number of journals has been going 
on for the last three years, until at present a renewal 
of the subscriptions to journals previously subscribed 
for and now discontinued amounts to about two hun- 
dred and ten dollars. 

*' 4. That the Library Association would undoubtedly 
be willing to transfer the library as it now stands to the 
Association of the Alumni, if that Association will un- 
dertake its annual support. Such a transfer should be 
understood as taking place on the condition that the 
library will be maintained for the use of the workers 
in the departments of Pathology, Clinical Pathology, 
Bacteriology, Histology and Embryology, formerly ad- 
ministered as the Department of Pathology, and located 
wherever they may designate, and the funds are to be 
expended and the Library managed by them or such 
representatives as they may appoint. It must be fur- 
ther understood and agreed that if for any reason and 
at any time the above named appropriation should not 
be made, the library would still remain in charge of the 
members of the departments above named and subject 
to their direction.. 

" The committee have appended to this report the 
subscription list of the Library Association for the year 
1907 and a further list of the discontinued subscrip- 
tions. 

" Your committee would recommend that the As- 
sociation of the Alumni assume the expense of running 
this Library and that the library should be known as 
the Library of the Association of the Alumni of the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons for the Departments 
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of Pathology, Clinical Pathology, Bacteriology, His- 
tology ^nd Emoryology.

The following was the report of the Library Associa- 
tion of the Department of Pathology upon the transfer of 
the Library of the Department of Pathology to the Asso- 
ciation of the Alumni : 

" That the departmental library of the Department 
f of Pathology, now numbering about three thousand 
volumes with a large collection of unbound monographs 
and reprints, as the property of the instructors in the 
Department of Pathology who have contributed to its 
foundatic«i and maintenance. 

" In view of the suggestion that a part of the income 
of the funds of the Association of the Alumni of the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons, which were largely 
contributed with a view of supporting the Pathological 
Laboratory, of which the present Department of Path- 
ology is the outgrowth, should be used for the partial 
support of the working library of the department, for 
which the University makes no appropriation, the pres- 
ent owners of the library make the following proposi- 
tion. 

" If the Association of the Alumni will contribute 
annually for the support of the library a sum of not less 
than five hundred dollars, the library as it now stands 
will be given to the Association and will hereafter be 
designated as the Library of the Association of the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons. It is to be under- 
stood as a transfer that the library is maintained for 
the use of the workers in the Departments of Pathology, 
Clinical Pathology, Bacteriology, Histology and Embry- 
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ology, formally administered as the Department of 
Pathology, and located wherever they may designate, 
and that the funds are to be expended and the library 
managed by them or by such representatives as they 
may appoint. It is further understood and agreed that 
if for any reason at any time the above named appro- 
priation shall not be made, the library shall remain in 
the charge of the members of the departments above 
named and subject to their direction. j

After a general discussion of the above, the following 
resolution was passed by the Council of the Alumni : 

'' Resolved, that, this Association appropriate for the 
year 1907, the sum of seven hundred dollars for the pur- 
chase of books and periodicals to be used by the De- 
partments of Pathology, Clinical Pathology, Bacterio- 
logy, and Histology and Embryology. These books 
and periodicals to be purchased and controlled by the 
Library Association of the Department of Pathology, 
but to remain the property of the Association of the 
Alumni of the College of Physicians and Surgeons." 

The Association made an appropriation of seven hun- 
dred dollars for the year 1908.

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The subject of getting mcKiey for the running expenses 
of the Association was one that was under continual dis- 
cussion by the organization from its inception to the year 

1894. 

At the end of the year 1861, the Treasurer reported 
a deficit of seventy-one dollars; at the end of 1862 this had 
remained practically the same; by the end of 1863 it was 
increased to one hundred and twelve dollars. At the end 
of 1864, the amount of the indebtedness had been reduced 
to eighty-four dollars; and at the end of 1866 to eleven 
dollars. 

To meet this deficiency in 1866, a tax of one dollar was 
laid upon each member of the Association, and the amount 
collected was still under the indebtedness at the end of the 
year. At the end of the year 1872, for the first time in 
the history of the Association, the balance was in its favor 
and amounted to eighty-eight dollars. 

In the year 1875, ^^^ fi^st movement was made to 
arrange a regular method of support of the Association. 
An assessment of one dollar on each alumnus of the Col- 
lege was made. In the year 1877, ^^^ Treasurer reported 
that there was due the Association the sum of fifteen hun- 
dred dollars, and that the contributions to the fund had 
been made by forty-seven members of the Association. 
He also reported that there was to the credit of the fund 
the sum of one hundred and six dollars. This balance 
gradually dropped until the year 1879 when the Treasurer 
reported a balance of five dollars. From this time the 
fund grew larger, from contributions of the Alumni and 
the balances received from the Alumni dinners, which 
were appropriated to it until 1894, when the Association 
became indebted to its Treasurer to the amount of thirty 
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dollars. This indebtedness was caused by the joint meet- 
ing of the Alumni Associations of Columbia College held 
this year. This caused a different arrangement to be 
made and the formation of an Association of the Alumni, 
the members of which paid dues, was the result. 

At a meeting of the Association held April 25, 1875, 
the Committee on Incorporation appointed at a previous 
meeting made a report. They presented a draft of the 
Certificate of Incorporation, and after considerable dis- 
cussion the articles were adopted, and a resolution passed 
authorizing the paper to be signed by the persons therein 
named as Incorporators of the Association.

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Alumni Association Prize Fund. 



At the sixth Annual Meeting of the Association, held 
March ii, 1864, it was announced by Dr. Edward Dela- 
field, that he had been authorized by an Alumnus of the 
College, to offer a prize of one hundred dollars for the 
best essay to be read in lieu of the Association Oration. 

There was no competitor for the prize in 1865 and it 
was again renewed. 

On March 18, 1869, the Chairman of the Prize Com- 
mittee announced that the prize had been awarded to the 
essay bearing the motto " Experarience en Dieu " and the 
title of the essay was " What Effect has Meat and Milk 
from Diseased Animals upon the Public Health." Upon 
opening the sealed envelope accompanying the prize essay, 
the successful essayist was found to be Dr. Samuel R. 
Percy. 

The continuation of the prize was advocated, and a 
resolution was passed authorizing a subscription among 
the Alumni for the purpose of raising a prize fund was 
adopted. 

It was then announced that Dr. Edward Delafield had 
given the sum of fifteen hundred dollars toward the forma- 
tion of a prize fund. 

A resolution was adopted by the Association, that an 
endeavor be made to raise an additional fifteen hundred 
dollars, so as to make the fund three thousand dollars, and 
a committee was appointed for this purpose. 

In accordance with the expressed wish of Dr. Delafield, 
the name of the prize was changed to " The Association 
of the Alumni Prize of the College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons."

At the Annual Meeting of the Association held March 
2, 1869, the following suggestions of the committee on the 
management of the Alumni Prize Fund were adopted: 

" I. That the Fund, amounting to three thousand 
and five dollars, be placed under the control of three 
Trustees, viz, the President, the Treasurer of the Asso- 
ciation and the President of the College. 

" 2. That the fund be securely invested, and that the 
interest, or at least two hundred dollars of the same, be 
offered as an annual prize for the best essay presented 
by an Alumnus of the College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons, containing original observations or experiments 
on any subject directly or indirectly connected with the 
science of medicine or surgery. 

"3. That in order to secure the enlargement of the * 
Prize Fund, the Trustees of the Fund or a prize com- 
mittee be instructed to call upon the graduates of the 
College to contribute to the fund, either by Classes or 
individually. By adoption of this course the fund 
will attain such proportions that the Association will 
be enabled to offer several prizes of different degrees 
annually and encourage among the Alumni a spirit of 
emulation and devotion to scientific research that must 
eventually redown to the honor and representation of 
the College of Physicians and Surgeons and the progress 
of medical art. 

" 4. That the Prize Committee be annually ap- 
pointed by the Association to publish the conditions 
upon which essays will be received and to decide upon 
their respective merits." 

The committee reported from year to year additional 
subscriptions to the Prize Fund. On December 17, 1873, 
the amount subscribed by the various members of the 
Alumni Association amounted to five thousand and five 
dollars. 
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At a meeting of the Association, held February 14, 
1875, after a full discussion the following resolutions were 
adopted : 

" Resolved, that hereafter the amount of the prize 
awarded to an essayist shall be payable only when the 
successful essay shall be published to the profession, and 
a copy of the same placed in the hands of the Treasurer, 
and such a printed copy shall be necessary voucher for 
the payment of the award." 

There was considerable difference of opinion among the 
Alumni in regard to this resolution. Some being in favor 
of publishing the successful essay at the expense of the 
Association, others that the essay should be published at 
the expense of the successful essayist. The latter claimed 
that the association having paid the prize, they should not 
bear the expense of publication, which was not often given 
to the profession. It was finally decided that the essay 
should be published before the prize should be paid. 

At a meeting of the Association held February 28, 1878, 
it was announced that Dr. W. C. Livinston had con- 
tributed five hundred dollars to the prize fund. This was 
the second largest subscription to the fund. Dr. Living- 
ston made a statement in regard to the prize fund, in 
which he stated that he desired to see the fund largely in- 
creased in the hope of eliciting more worthy essays than 
had been heretofore offered in competition. 

The amount of the income of the fund enabled the offer- 
ing of a prize of five hundred dollars for coming year, 
1879. 

In the year 1886, the question of publishing of a part 
of the competing essay before the awarding of the prize 
was brought up at a meeting of the Association for dis- 
cussion. After considerable discussion it was decided that 
*' when some part of a competing essay has been pub- 
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lished, this fact should debar the essay unless in the judg- 
ment of the Prize Committee the published article was 
merely a note." 

The question of announcing the successful essayist was 
brought up in 1890 and it was decided that the name of 
the successful essayist with the title of his essay should 
be announced at the Annual Meeting of the Association 
and at the Commencement of Columbia College.

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Swift Memorial Fund. 



At a meeting of the Association held May 28, 1883, 
the President of the Association announced the gift of 
Mr. James T. Swift of ten thousand dollars as memorial 
to his brother, Dr. Forster Swift, late assistant professor 
of obstetrics in the College of Physicians and Surgeons. 
One half of the gift to be used in fitting up a room for 
the purpose of providing a proper place for the instru- 
ments of the Department of Physiology. Resolutions of 
thanks for the gift were passed by the Association. 

In February, 1883, Mr. James T. Swift gave to Drs. 
John C. Dalton, William H. Draper and Charles McBur- 
ney, as Trustees, the sum of ten thousand dollars to found 
the " Forster Swift Memorial Fund " in memory of his 
brother Dr. Foster Swift, late of this city. 

Five thousand dollars, or as much as should be neces- 
sary, to furnish cases, instruments, etc., for the Depart- 
ment of Physiology of the College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons, New York. Such cabinet and room for holding it 
to be provided by the College, the whole to be known as 
the '* Forster Swift Physiological Cabinet." 

The remainder of the fund to be invested and the in- 
come arising from such investment to be used for the pur- 
pose of purchasing of instruments and apparatus under the 
direction of the professor of physiology of the College. 

In accordance with the above the Trustees of the Fund, 
on June i, 1888, conveyed to the Association of the Alum- 
ni of the College of Physicians and Surgeons, New York, 
the funds in their possession by a deed of trust. 

Upon turning over the fund to the Association of the 
Alumni of the College, the Trustees of the said fund sub- 
mitted the following statement: 
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In the year 1883, Mr. James T. Swift gave to John 
C. Dalton, William H. Draper and Charles McBumey, 
as Trustees, the sum of ten thousand dollars, to constitute, 
under the conditions of the deed of gift, the " Foster 
Swift Memorial Fund." 

In accordance with these conditions, the receipts and 
expenditures, on account of the Fund, to date, has been 
as follows :

The Permanent Fund, the income of which is to pro- 
vide for the annual requirements of the " Swift Physiolog- 
ical Cabinet " consists of seven first mortgage bonds at 
five per cent, interest, of the Lake Erie & Western R. R. 
Co., par value of one thousand dollars each, and the sum 
of five hundred and ninety-one dollars and sixty-four cents 
which is deposited in the Broadway Saving Institution, at 
the usual rate of said institution. 

The Equipment Fund, which may be still used to com- 
plete the cabinet, consists of the sum of one thousand, 
seven hundred and twenty-five dollars and ninety-eight 
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cents, which is deposited in the Second National Bank, 
New York. (Signed) John C. Dalton, 

William H. Draper, 
Charles McBurney. 

In accordance with the original deed of gift, the Trus- 
tees of the fund conveyed it to the Association of the Alum- 
ni of the College of Physicians and Surgeons, New York, 
by the following letter : 

'' To the President of the Association of the Alumni 

of the College of Physicians and Surgeons, New 

York: 

** On the 4th day of February, 1883, Mr. James T. 
Swift made a gift of ten thousand dollars to the un- 
dersigned, John C. Daltcwi, William H. Draper, and 
Charles McBurney, in trust, for the establishment and 
maintenance of a Physiological Cabinet in the College 
of Physicians and Surgeons, New York, in memory of 
his brother, the late Foster Swift, M.D., an Alumnus of 
the College to be known as *The Swift Physiological 
Cabinet,' and to be administered for the purposes and 
under the conditions expressed in the deed of gift, 
which is herewith transmitted. Of the above named 
sum of ten thousand dollars, a portion, not to exceed 
one half, was to be used as a Furnishing Fund in the 
construction of glazed cases and in the purchasing of 
instruments for the primary equipment of the cabinet, as 
soon as the College should have acquired a new building 
site, with a suitable apartment appropriated therein 
for the reception and accommodation, and the remainder 
was to constitute a Permenant Fund, the income of 
which should provide for future additions to the col- 
lection. 

" The gift was in the form of a receipt for ten thou- 
sand dollars, to be paid over to the Trustees, either in 
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whole or in part as they might desire, at ten days no- 
tice, with interest at five per cent, per annum, from the 
first day of January, 1883, compounded semi-annually. 

" The entire fund is to be known as * The Swift 
Memorial Fund.' By the first day of January, 1888, 
it amounted, by accumulation of interest on unpaid 
balances, to the sum of twelve thousand eight hundred 
and seventy-one dollars and forty-six cents. 

" In the present College building an apartment has 
been appropriated to the ' Swift Physiological Cabinet ' 
where suitable glazed cases have been constructed and 
partially filled with instruments. For these purposes 
the Trustees have expended the sum of two thousand, 
eight hundred and thirty-seven dollars and fifty-five 
cents, leaving in the Furnishing Fund, a balance of two 
thousand, one hundred and sixty-two dollars and forty- 
eight cents. 

"The Permanent Fund is invested as follows: 

Lake Erie and Western R. R. Co.*s bonds at 

$1,000 each at 5 per cent, interest $7,280.00 

Deposited in the Broadway Saving Institution. 591.64 

Total $7^871764 

" By the terms of the deed of gift, the present Trus- 
tees of the Fund were authorized and recommended, 
as soon after the erection of a new College building as 
they might deem expedient, to substitute for them- 
selves as Trustees under the above described trust The 
Association of the Alumni of the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons. In accordance with the above provision 
we, the undersigned, do now substitute for ourselves, as 
Trustees of the Swift Memorial Fund, the Alumni Asso- 
ciation of the College of Physicians and Surgeons in the 
City of New York, and we hereby agree to transfer to 
the keeping of the said Association the moneys and se- 
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curities belonging to the said Fund, as soon as the As- 
sociation, or its authorized officers, shall accept the 
Trust, under the terms and conditions of the Deed of 
Gift.

In February, 1877, Dr. Alexander N. Dougherty, Vice- 
president of the Association, announced that a patient of 
his had prepared a codicil to his will giving the sum of five 
thousand dollars to the Association for the foundation of 
a lectureship and additional five thousand dollars for the 
foundation of a prize fund. 

In 1878, it was announced that the donor of the above 
amount was Mr. Benjamin Cartwright of Newark, New 
Jersey. 

The fund was founded by the late Mr. Cartwright by 
a codicil to his will which was as follows: 

" I, Benjamin Cartwright, of the City of Newark, 
State of New Jersey, hereby make, publish and declare 
this codicil to my last will and testament as a portion 
thereof, and if it had been written therein. 

" I hereby give and bequeath to the Trustees of the 
Association of the Alumni of the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons in the City of New York, and their suc- 
cessors, the sum of ten thousand dollars, to be held in 
trust for the following purpose: 

" The principal thereof to be safely invested on bond 
and mortgage or good United States Bonds. 

" The half of the income arising therefrom to be 
applied by them in establishment of an annual or bi- 
annual course of four to six lectures modeled after the 
Lettsonian or Croonian Lectures of England, said lec- 
tures to be delivered at the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons in the City of New York, and to be known as 
the * Cartwright Lectures.' The subject of the lectures 
and the lecturer to be designated by the Trustees afore- 
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said. The other half of the income arising therefrom 
to be set aside in such a manner that the interest shall 
furnish a prize for a thesis containing original experi- 
mental research in some department of Physiology, 
Pathology or Therapeutics, whether medical or surgical. 
The prize to be known as * The Cartwright Prize ' 
and to be awarded annually or "biennially by the Faculty 
of the said College, if the thesis be deemed worthy, 
otherwise to retain the sum for a future thesis. The 
said prize to be open to the profession generally." 

In 1889, it was decided that the Cartwright Prize 
should be given biennially to alternate with the Alumni 
Prize of the Association. The amount of the Prize was 
fixed at five hundred dollars. 

The amount of the Cartwright Lecture fee was, in 1882, 
fixed, at the interest of the fund less the expenses attend- 
dant upon the delivery of the lectures. 

In the year 1888, the Association found that they had 
been awarding the prize contrary to the will of the late 
Benjamin Cartwright, and the matter was referred to the 
Faculty of the College of Physicians and Surgeons in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the will. 

In 1889, the Secretary of the Faculty transmitted to the 
President of the Asociation the envelope containing the 
name of the successful essayist. This upon being opened 
was found to contain the names of two men, and the 
question was raised as to the authority of the Association 
to make the award. The mater was held in abeyance until 
legal advice could be obtained as to whether the Associa- 
tion could award the prize to as many authors of a prize 
essay as might write the same. 

In the meantime the authors of the successful essay 
were communicated with and as a result they abandoned 
the prize, stating that their essay had been awarded the 
" Warren Prize '* of Boston. 
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The prize was then awarded to the next essay, which 
proved to be by Dr. Ira van Geison. 

As a result of this complicated state of affairs the fol- 
lowing resolution was passed by the Association : 

" Resolved, that hereafter the Alumni Prize and the 
Cartwright Prize of the Association of the Alumni of 
the College of Physicians and Surgeons, shall not be 
awarded to any essay which is the work of more than 
one author, or which is at the same time submitted for 
another prize. 

" Resolved, that each competitor for either prize shall 
send with his essay to the Prize Committee a statement 
that both of these requirements have been complied 
with. 

'' Resolved, that these requirements be published each 
year in the Annual Catalogue of the College, and in the 
annual advertisement of the Prize Committee." 

In the year 1894, the question was raised as to the 
place where the Cartwright Lectures should be given. 
From legal advice obtained it was decided that they could 
be given in any building than the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons. From this time they have been given at the 
New York Academy of Medicine. This place meeting 
the requirements of those attending better than the College 
building.

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In March, 1865, it was decided to publish a Triennial 
Catalogue of the graduates of the College upon the same 
plan as the one issued five years ago, and a Committee of 
three was appointed to carry out the plan. 

In 1886, the committee reported that the expense of 
publication had nearly been met by subscriptions and that 
it was thought that the sale of the catalogue would meet 
the deficiency. 

Twenty years after a second issue of the catalogue was 
made by a joint committee of the Faculty and the Associa- 
tion. In February, 1890, the committee reported the 
catalogue was nearly ready to be issued. In January, 
1893, the committee stated that there was a deficiency of 
three hundred dollars on account of the catalogue. This 
deficiency was made up by subscription and the bill was 
paid. 

At a meeting of the Council of the Association held 
October 28, 1884, ^^ following resolutions were unani- 
mously adopted: 

" Whereas, the recent generous gift of Mr. Wil- 
liam H. Vanderbilt to the Coll/ege of Physicians and 
Surgeons in the City of New York, by providing means 
for increasing the efficiency of the College in the work 
of Medical Education appeals warmly to the Alumni of 
the College. 

" Whereas, our appreciation of his liberality can be 
best shown by such action on our part as will add mater- 
ially to the object of his benefaction, it is therefore 

'* Resolved, that the cordial thanks of this Association 
be sent to Mr. William H. Vanderbilt, and furthermore 

'' Resolved, that action be taken immediately to raise 
subscriptions for placing the Physiological and Path- 
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ological Fund of this Association upon a basis suited to 
the requirements of the Department of Physiology and 
Pathology. 

At the Annual dinner of the Association held March 
2, 1875, President Barnard of Columbia College, in an 
address delivered referred to the union of the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons with Columbia College. 

At a meeting of the Council of the Association held 
March 18, 1875, the Executive Committee presented the 
following resolutions for action of the Council : 

" Whereas, at a dinner recently given by this Asso- 
ciation, President Barnard of Columbia College ex- 
pressed in most emphatic manner the desire of that in- 
stitution for a more intimate connection with the College 
of Physicians and Surgeons, and stated that in that 
event, large means would be placed at the disposal of 
the Medical School, and 

" Whereas, there is a desire among the Alumni that 
our Alma Mater should take the lead in establishing a 
higher standard of medical education, therefore 

'' Resolved^ that the President of the Association be 
instructed to communicate with the Trustees of the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons, the expression of 
President Barnard, above referred to and the hope en- 
tertained by the members of the Association that such 
a union would be found practicable without in any way 
injuring the interests of the College." 

The above resolutions were subjected to considerable dis- 
cussion on the part of the Council. After the discussion 
had come to an end, the following was offered as a substi- 
tute to the above resolutions: 

" Moved that the Secretary of the Council communi- 
cate with President Barnard for the purpose of ascer- 
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taining whether we are correct in interpreting his state- 
ments made at the annual Dinner of the Alumni Asso- 
ciation as favorable to a union of Columbia College 
with the College of Physicians and Surgeons and in- 
tended to convey the idea that such a union, if con- 
sumated, would be followed by a liberal endowment of 
the Medical School." 

The original resolutions were tabled upon a motion 
the report of the Committee and the reply of President 
Barnard were referred back to the Executive Ccwnmittee 
with power. 

At a meeting of the Council held February 16, 1876, 
the letter of Secretary addressed to President Barnard and 
the reply of President Barnard to the same were read. 
Upon a motion the entire correspondence was placed upon 
the table. 

At a meeting of the Association, held May 25, 1899, 
the following graduates of the College were reported as 
having lost their lives in the performance of their duties 
during the Spanish-American War: 

Dr. John Blair Gibbs . . . Class of 1882. 
Dr. George W. Lindheim . . Class of 1898. 
Dr. Harry B. Young .... Class of 1896. 

It was decided by the Association that a memorial tablet 
should be erected in the College Building to the memory 
of the above named men, and a committee of three were 
appointed to carry out the wishes of the Association. 

At a meeting of the Association held the following year, 
the committee reported that a bronze tablet containing the 
names of the above named men, had been erected in the 
reading room of the College and had been presented and 
accepted by Columbia College with appropriate cere- 
monies. 

Dr. George G. Wheelock, who had been Treasurer of 
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the Association for twenty-four years, presented his res- 
ignation at a meeting of the Association held June i, 1900. 
The resignation was duly accepted, and a committee ap- 
pointed to procure a suitable testimonial and have en- 
graved upon it an expression of appreciation of the Asso^ 
ciation of his valuable services. 

The testimonial was presented to Dr. Wheelock on the 
evening of November 14, 1900, and had engraved upon it 
the following inscription: 

" Presented to Dr. George G. Wheelock by the Asso- 
ciation of the Alumni of the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons in the City of New York, as a token of appre- 
ciation of his faithful and judicious services as Treas- 
urer during the past twenty-four years, November 14, 
1900." 

The letter which accompanied the testimonial closed 
as follows: 

" The Association is grateful for the good care you 
have taken of its finances for the past twenty-four years, 
and appreciates the difficulties you have had conduct- 
ing faithfully the many separate funds entrusted to 
it. The testimonial carries with it not merely this 
acknowledgment of honest work done in behalf of the 
Association, but the warm affection of all its members. 
May you live long to render services equally valuable 
to other institutions, if not to us. * Serus ad coelum 
redast.' " 

In May, 1905, Dr. George C. Freeborn, presented to 
the Association a portion of his medical library, amount- 
ing to some three hundred and fifty volumes. The con- 
ditions upon which the presentation was made were that 
they should be deposited in the Library of the Department 
of Pathology for the use of the workers therein, and be^

come the property of the Association of the Alumni of 
the College of Physicians and Surgeons. Since the above 
presentation he has added a number of works to the lib- 
rary under the same conditions. 

At a meeting of the Council of the Association held 
June 4, 1894, a letter was received from Mr. John B. 
Pine requesting that a committee be appointed by the As- 
sociation to confer with a similar committee of the other 
Associations of Columbia College as to the joint meetings 
of the Alumni associations : 

'' Resolved, that this Association unite with the other 
Associations of Columbia College in calling a meeting 
of their members, to be held about the middle of Nov- 
ember, That the committee appointed to confer with 
the committee of the other Associations be continued 
with power to arrange the details of such meeting, and 
the committee representing this Association be author- 
ized to draw upon the Treasurer for its pro rata share 
of the expense of such meeting, not exceeding the sum of 
two hundred and fifty dollars, such share being in pro- 
portion to the number of members of this Association 
accepting the invitation." 

At the same meeting it was adopted that it is desirable 
that there should be established a central committee, com- 
posed of delegates chosen by the governing board of each 
Association now existing or may hereafter be formed, in 
accordance with the general plan proposed in the report 
of the Joint Committee of the Alumni Associations of 
Columbia College ; and that it be referred to the commit- 
tee of this Association heretofore appointed to confer with 
similar committees of the other Associations to prepare 
and report a detailed plan of organization. 

At a meeting of the Council of the Association, held 
June 3, 1895, the President and Secretary were author- 
ized to sign the same on behalf of the Association. 
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These regulations were as follows: 

" First. Upon the adoption of this agreement there 
shall be established a standing committee designated 
' The University Alumni Council of Columbia College ' 
composed of representatives of the Associations. 

" Second. Each Association shall, as soon as prac- 
ticable after the adoption of this agreement, elect five 
representatives to serve for a term of one, two, three, 
four, and five years respectively from the date of the 
next annual meeting: and thereafter, at each annual 
meeting, elect one representative who shall serve for 
the term of five years. 

" Third. Each Association shall, through its repre- 
sentatives, be entitled to one vote in the University 
Council, and no measure shall be adopted by the Council 
except by a unanimous vote of all the constituted Asso- 
ciations. 

" Fourth. It shall be the duty of the Council in 
such way or ways as it may determine upon to extend 
the knowledge of the University and its works; to es- 
tablish closer relations between the Alumni and the 
University ; and to further such measures as, in its judg- 
ment, will tend to generate the interests of the Univer- 
sity and its parts. 

" Fifth. The Council, may from time to time, en- 
large its membership by the admission of representatives 
of other associations of the Alumni of the Schools of 
Columbia College, but no School shall be represented 
by more than one Alumni Association. 

" Sixth. No Association shall be liable for any ex- 
penditure incurred by the Council in excess of the 
amount appropriated by such Association. 

" Seventh. This agreement shall not be altered ex- 
cept by the consent of all the Associations represented; 
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and any Association shall have the right to withdraw 
on giving six months notice to the others." 

This agreement was signed by the presidents and secre- 
taries of the three Associations of Columbia College. 

The joint meeting of the Alumni Associations of Colum- 
bia College was held on the evening of Friday, Novem- 
ber 16, 1894, about four hundred and fifty graduates be- 
ing present. Addresses were made by President Low, 
Professor van Amridge, Professor Chandler and Profes- 
sor Wm. H. Draper. 

As the result of above meeting the expenses exceeded the 
appropriation made by twenty-nine dollars, which amount 
was paid by the Treasurer of this Association, leaving the 
Association in debt to him for this amount. 

This deficit in the funds caused a change to be made 
in the constitution of the Association whereby all members 
paid dues to the amount of three dollars.

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Constitution of the Association of the Alumni 

of the College of Physicians and 

Surgeons; New York. 



Article I. 
This Association shall be called " The Association of 
the Alumni of the College of Physicians and Surgeons in 
the City of New York." 

Article II. 
This Association is established to promote the inter- 
ests of the College of Physicians and Surgeons in the work 
of medical education, and to cultivate social intercourse 
among the Alumni. 

Article III. 
Members. 

All graduates of the College of Physicians and Surgeons 
in good standing in the profession, or engaged in other 
honorable occupations, may become members of this As- 
sociation upon notifying the Secretary of such desire, 
subject to the approval of the Executive Committee, and 
upon the payment of annual dues of three dollars, payable 
on or after the date of the annual meeting. 

Any member who shall at any time pay the Treasurer 
of this Association the sum of twenty-five dollars, shall 
be exempt from the payment of annual dues. All moneys 
received for such communication of dues shall be invested 
by the Treasurer of this Association, the income only to 
be used for the purposes of the Association except upon 
the consent of the Association by a three-fourth vote at any 
meeting. 
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Members of the Faculty who are not graduates of the 
College and such other persons as may be elected by the 
Council of the Association shall be Honorary Members 
of the Association. 

A member may be expelled from the Association for 
conduct unbecoming a physician and a gentleman. 
Charges must be preferred by a member of the Associa- 
tion, which charges shall be referred to the Council, and 
after a hearing of the accused member they shall recom- 
mend to the Association such action as they may deem 
necessary. 

Article IV. 

Officers. 
The Officers of the Association shall be a President, a 
Vice-President, a Secretary, an Assistant Secretary, and a 
Treasurer, who shall serve for one year, and sixteen other 
members to be known as Councillors, who shall serve for 
the term of four years, except as hereinafter provided. 
The President, Vice-President, Secretary and Assistant Sec- 
retary shall be elected by ballot at the Annual Meeting 
of the Association. The Treasurer shall be appointed 
by the Trustees of the Association, and the Councillors 
shall be chosen in the manner provided in Article V. 

Article V. 
Council. 
The Council shall consist of the President, Vice-Pres- 
ident the Secretary and the Treasurer, together with six- 
teen Councillors. At the Annual Meeting of 1897 six- 
teen Councillors shall be chosen by ballot. Thereafter, 
at the end of each year, four members, elected by lot, shall 
retire until all of the original chosen shall be disposed of, 
after which time four shall retire each year in the order of 
election. Vacancies thus made shall be filled by ballot at 
the Annual Meeting of the Association each year. 
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Within thirty days after their election the Council shall 
choose five of its members to serve as Trustees of the 
Association for the ensuing year, and three of its members 
to serve for the same period on an Executive Committee, 
of which Committee the President, Secretary, and Treas- 
urer shall be members. 

Retiring members of the Council, other than the Presi- 
dent, Vice-president, the Secretary and Treasurer of the 
Association shall be ineligible for re-election for one year. 

Vacancies caused by death or resignation shall be filled 
by the Council for the unexpired term. 

Article VI. 

The Officers designated in Article V shall manage the 
affairs of the Association, subject to the Constitution 
and By-laws, and shall report to the Association, at the 
Annual Meeting. The presence of nine members shall 
constitute a quorum at any meeting of the Council. 

Article VII. 
Meetings of the Association. 

The Annual Meeting of the Association shall be held 
during the month of January. The day to be determined 
by the Council. 

Special meetings may be called at any time by the Exec- 
utive Committee, or upon the written request of twenty 
members. The presence of twenty members, in addition 
to such members of the Executive Committee as may be 
present, shall be necessary to constitute a quorum at any 
meeting of the Association. 

Article VIII. 
Elections. 
All elections shall be by ballot. The officers elected 
shall enter upon their duties immediately after the ad- 
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journment of the Annual Meeting, and shall hold office 
until the adjournment of the next annual meeting. 

Article IX. 

Amendments. 

This Constitution may be amended by a two-third vote 

of the members present at the Annual Meeting, provided 

that notice of the proposed amendment be given at a 

previous meeting. 

BY-LAWS. 
I. 

The President shall preside at all meetings of the Asso- 
ciation or its Council ; and in case of his absence, the Vice- 
President shall preside. 

II. 
The Secretary. 

The Secretary shall keep a record of the proceedings of 
all meetings in a book provided for the purpose, and of 
all mattters of which a record shall be deemed advisable 
by the Association. He shall also notify the officers of 
their election, and issue notices of all meetings. 

III. 
The Assistant Secretary. 
The Assistant Secretary shall prepare for each Annual 
meeting the Necrology of the year. 

He shall, in the absence of the Secretary, act in his stead. 

IV. 
The Treasurer. 
The Treasurer shall collect and, upon proper requisi- 
tion, disburse all funds of the Association ; he shall report

annually, and oftener if required; he shall keep regular 
accounts, which shall be, at all times, open to the inspec- 
tion of the Trustees or any member of the Executive 
Committee. His accounts shall be audited by the Trus- 
tees, to whom he shall furnish satisfactory bonds. 

V. 

The Trustees. 

It shall be the duty of the Trustees to act as custodians 
of the funds of the Association, adjusting its finances. 

They shall appoint a Treasurer and audit his accounts 
annually. 

They shall appoint the Cartwright Lecture Committee. 

VI. 

The Executive Committee. 

The Executive Committee shall meet as often as the 
business of the Association may require. They shall have 
power to make regulations, not inconsistent with the Con- 
stitution and By-Laws, as shall be necessary for the pro- 
tection of the property of the Association and for the 
preservation of good order in the conduct of affairs. 

They shall appoint annually a committee of three, to 
be knotvn as the Prize Essay Committee. This Commit- 
tee on Prize Essays shall decide on the merits of the com- 
peting essays for the Alumni Association Prize, and also 
on those for the Cartwright Prize, when so instructed 
by the Faculty of the College, and report their action 
at the next Annual Meeting. 

They shall keep a record of their proceedings; they 
shall render a report of their proceedings at the ensuing 
meeting of the Council of the Association, and it shall be 
their duty to present business for the action of that body. 
They shall have no power to make the Association liable 
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for any debt amounting to more than $300 in the course 
of the year. 

VIL 

The Council. 
Any expenditure of funds exceeding $300 shall be made 
by a majority vote of the Council, and for such purpose 
and in such manner as they may in like manner direct. 

VIII. 
Order of Business. 
At each meeting of the Association the order of busi- 
ness shall be as follows : 

1. Reading of the minutes of the previous meeting. 

2. Reading of the minutes of the Council. 

3. Report of the Treasurer. 

4. Report of Special Committees. 

5. Miscellaneous business. 

6. Election of Officers if any. 

And at each meeting of the Council as follows : 

1. Reading of the minutes of the preceding meeting. 

2. Report of the Executive Committee. 

3. Report of the Treasurer. 

4. Action on the report of The Executive Committee. 

5. Report of Special Committees. 

6. Miscellaneous Business. 

This order of business may be changed by a majority 
vote of the members present. 

The usual parliamentary rules and orders, otherwise 
than are herein provided, shall govern all meetings of the 
Association or its Council. 

IX. 

Any committee of the Association, or its Council, may 
by rule provide that three successive absences from the 
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meetings of the Committee, unexcused, shall be deemed 
a resignation, by the member so absent, of his place upon 
the Committee. 

X. 

These ByJaws, except as hereinafter stated, may be 
amended at any meeting of the Council by a vote of two- 
thirds of those present. 

The By-laws relating to the expenditure of funds can 
only be amended by a majority vote of the Council. 

Ten days in writing of any proposed amendment must 
be given to the Executive Committee.
